T police headquarters, where the name of 

Laurence Harrigan still stands for power, 

they tell how the veteran chief, scolding an 

fmefficient detective, replied to the man’s com- 
plaint that he had “no oppértunity.” 

“No opportunity!” growled Old Tige. “Look at 
@em Allender!. He makes opportunities!” 

That was some 15 years ago, but Sam Allender 
has gone on making opportunities. His latest and 
biggest opportunity came to him readymade, when 
the Police Board confiscated him from the Frisco 
raflroad and made him Chief of Detectives. 

In making a change, the board followed the 
mechanical principle of reducing frietion. In 
picking Sam Allender to succeed Jim Smith, the 
board followed the human principle of judging 
future achievements by past performances. 

The future achievements will be public property. 
A good many of the past performances have been 
hidden by the rule, followed by Allender through- 

- out his raflroad service, of giving others the 
credit. y 
This was not sentiment; it was business. Al- 
lender, as head of the Frisco’s secret service, was 
charged with the duty of catching lawbreakers 
who robbed the raflroad or damaged its property. 
Conviction and punishment of such offenders musc 
be sought through juries, and juries have been 
known to heed pleas in which railroad corpora- 
tions were pictured as relentless persecutors. 
So, instead of reading that Allender or one oY 
iis corps of special agents caught a boxcar thief, 
or a daycoach confidence man, or a boy whe 
stoned trains, the public has usually read that 
Sheriff So-and-se, or Constable What’s-his-name, 
did the hawkshawing and made the capture, and 
that the asilver-tongued Prosecuting Attorney 
Somebody-or-other conducted the case for the 
state. i 

But if the public did not hear much about the 
chief special agent, the local officials and the 
railroad employes knew him and talked about/ 
him, and there is a ready answer in Springfield, 
and Monett, and Fort Smith, to the question, often 
asked in St. Louis in the past week, “Who is

iy brought enthusiastic answers from his ac. 

quaintances to whom I spoke before seeing 
him: I was told that he was big of physique, 
genial of temperament, courageous in emergencies 
and practical in his methods. I was told how he 
stopped a runaway team in mid-street without 
losing his hat or his temper, how he rescued a 
drowning woman after a midnight wreck in Ala- 
bama, and how he entered a train robber’s room 
in Indian Territory and took the revolver from 
beneath the sleeping bandit’s pillow. I was told, 
too, that he was an .untiring reader of the best 
Nterature, that he studied law while a city de- 
tective, and that he could quote Shakspeare or 
Dickens to fit almost any case. 

I found him much as he had been described, save 
that he seemed less tall than the 6 feet I had 
heard about. And I found that this man, who 
had spent his life in successful police and secret 
service work, talked of that work without boast- 
ing, and equally without false modesty or air of 
mystery. 

Intuition, second sight and the semi-hypnotic 
processes of which detective writers and some 

detectives tell us, get no credit from Allender for 

any of his accomplishments. So far as he seems 
ware, he never did anything because he felt in 
his bones that it was the thing to do. He let his 
mind, and not his bones, do the feeling. He shuns 
hard-and-fast conclusions, for when he has formed 
such conclusions he has frequently found that he 

Was wrong. ‘ 

Luck he considers a factor, but some of the 
things which he ascribed to luck seemed, as he 
told them, to be due more-to his memory and 
Kis attention to detail.

“There fs no such thing as false hair or beard 
which would fool any person with ordinary eyes, 
and goggles, also much worn by fiction detectives, 
would spoil a detective’s chance of being thought 
anything but a detective. 

‘It’s really unfortunate that detective fiction 
stands in the minds of most people~—intelligent 
people, too—for real detective service. I’ve read 
some of the Sherlock Holmes stories, and they 
are all right as fiction, but there is little a de- 
tective can learn from them, and little for the 
public to learn from them about the work of real 
detectives. ‘ 

“The thing that makes {ft possible for detective 
work to be successful is the folly of criminals. 
Not many years ago I traveled several hundred 
“miles to St. Louis, solely in order to be here when 
Fred W. Lehmann made his plea in a criminal 
case. I was rewarded for my effort by what I 
heard, and the thing I have most remembered was 
Lehmann’s reply (he was prosecuting the case) 
to the plea that the defendant was too intelli- 
gent to have done certain things. 

“"The man who does wrong is always foolish,’ 
said Lehmann, ‘and he will do foolish, needless 
things whose folly he can plainly see when he 
looks back at his acts.’ He went on to develop 
an argument that pointed to the theory that hu- 
man events are so constituted that the criminal 
always defeats and betrays himself—that all the 
forces of nature are in league against him.

(4 OW, in my own experience, I have dealt 
with criminals between the train robber 


Hedgpeth, who was intelligent, and the 


but a fool, and yet it is hard to tell whether the 
intelligent men or the fools make the more glar- 
ing errors in their effort to cover their tracks. 
Their own most careful devices help to trap them. 
« “There was Hedgpeth’s plan of having his trunk 
hauled to the depot on a rainy day. On such a 
day, he figured, few would be on the streets, and 
if the wagon was followed, the person following 
it could be seen. The wagon was not followed, 
but it was noticed and the driver's name remem- 
bered, just because of the state of the weather, 
and the finding of that driver cleared the whole 
case. 

“Sam Wilson, on the other hand, had no more 
sense than to throw his grip in the weeds, with 
his name and address inside, and when I found the 
srip, and he knew, from having searched the 
weeds, that somebody had found it, he still had no 
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more sense that to go right to his home. “Where 
else would a fellow go?’ he said afterward.” 
WORK ON HEDGPETH CASE. 
HERE was nothing casual or incidental about 
7 Allender’s connection with the still famous 
train robbery cases to which he alluded. 
His part in both was essential, and the two led to 
his employment by the Frisco. 

Allender quit railroad clerking in 1883 to walk 
a Kerry Patclh. police beat, and Was a city detective 
at the old Union Depot, when Hedgpeth and Sly 
robbed the Frisco train at Glendale in 1891, He 
knew every car checker and switchman about the 
dingy old Twelfth street building, and it was 
one of the latter who came to him, almost apolo- 
geticaly, to tell him that some “mighty queer” 
neighbors of his on Swan avenue had disappeared 
just after the robbery. There were three or four 
men and a woman, his wife had told him, and no 
one knew who they were or what their business 
was, 

Allender got permission to go out and talk to 
the switchman’s wife, and he learned from her 
that the hauling away of the trunk from the 
house on a rainy day had caused her suspicion. 
She couldn’t think of the drayman’s name for a 
time, and before she could recall that it ended 
with “man,” Allender and his partner had ex- 
plored the place and had found, in a place where 
they would ordinarily be secure from discovery, 
the revolvers taken by Hedgpeth and Sly from the 
express mesengers. The finding of the drayman 
and of the man who ordered the trunk hauled, 


revealed an accomplice, and the rest of the work

“William H. Thompson, the banker, was known ) 
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as a judge of character, and if he had remarked 
to any business man that some employe of that 
business man had a bad face, the employe would 
probably have lost his job. Yet he and other 
shrewd men of affairs were utterly deceived in a 
man they trusted most highly. 

“Do the police ‘hound’ men who have been in 
prison? That is another fiction, and a harmful 
one. The police and detectives have other things 
to do than to follow ex-convicts around. The cnes 
who complain of being watched are the ones who 
need watching. On the other hand, I can take 
you to many St. Louls manufecturers who wil 
tell you that they have hired men, just out of pri- 
son, on the recommendation of policemen or de- 
tectives. Those men were not reformers, either. 
It is true that some former criminals help the 
police. The police sometimes need all the help 
they can get. But I am speaking of men who 
were in danger of beooming habitual criminals, 
and whom the policemen, getting tobs for 
them, saved to the State as useful citizens. 

“Then there is the old story about the starving 
man or woman punished unmercifuliy for steal-/ 
ing a loaf of bread, or something to buy bread 
with.« This is usually told so as to form an ef- 
fective contrast with the story of the bank wreck- 
er who goes unpunished. 

“Some years ago a friend of mine told me how 
unjust he thought such a state of affairs was. 
I ly him if he knew of any case where @ 
pe without a previous criminal record had 
been punished by the law for a theft committed 
to relieve actual destitution, He coul4in't recall 
any such case, but he insited that they were oc- 
curring all the time. I then told him that for 
the first case of that kind which he could show 
me I would buy him a suit of cluothes, and as- 
sured him that I meant ft.

“I have known of persons who stole because

case. The rule of reason guides the authorities 
in handling such cases.” 

TRAILING A TRAIN ROBBER. 

LLENDER’S two biggest train robbery cases 

came before he went into railroad sevice, 

but two later ones helped to keep railroad- 
ing from seeming dull to him after his change in 
1898 from the Four Courts atmosphere to ihat of 
Pullman cars and switch shanties. 

The first robbery was comm({tted on the Kansas 
branch, near Wichita, and a bystander was killed 
by one of the bandits’ bullets. Atlender, who had 
never before been in Kansas, found che case as 
discouraging at the outset as it had been to‘*the 
local officials. Then he chanced to learn that two 
notorious “bad men,” Sam smith and Tom Wind, 
had lately been released from the Lansing peni- 
icntiary, and had becn seen near the, scene of 
the robbery. He sent to Linsinug fur the!r home 
addresses, and went to the home of Smith near 
the Indian Territory border. Smith’s young wife 
was there, and her father was hiring harvest 
hands, 3 

Detective fiction would have required Allender 
to don blue jeans and go to work in the wheat 
field, but Allender was heedless of the canons of 
Gaboriau and Doyle, and he had other things to 
do. So he subsidized an intelligent fleld hand to 
take an interest in young Mrs, Smith, A few 
days later the man brought him Smith’s address, 
which he had learned from the indiscreet wife. 
Allender followed this clew to Nowata, I. T., en- 
tered the train robber’s room in the early morn- 
ing and disarmed him by reaching under his pillow 
before he awoke. This capture led to che arrest 
of the other bandit, and both confessed., 

The other train robbery, several years‘later, was 
in Arkansas, and Allender solved it through tte 
bandit’s revolver in the weeds. A tedious process 
of tracing the weapon’s number led him to a 
sporting goods store in Memphis. A local de- 
tective accompanied him to the store, but neg- 
lected to inform him that any especial care was 
necessary in inquiring about the sale of a weapon. 
Tennessee law forbids the sale of revolvers, but 
Allender did not know this when the two ap- 
proached the dealer, and was surprised to hear 
him deny all knowledge of the weapcn. 

When Allender had learned the reason for the 
first failure, he got rid of the local detective and 
went back to the dealer. By convincing him that 
no one wanted to make trouble for him, and by 
mentioning rewards offered in the case, he finally 
succeeded.in getting a look into the memoran ium

Leprosy is not a particularly contagious disease 
and a few precautions will protect those who are 
in any degree exposed to it.. The horror of lepers 
in this country and the panic that they create is 
due more to superstition than to any well-ground- | 
ed cause of apprehension. There is no danger 
that leprosy will ever become widespread in the 
United States. It ceased to be prevalent in Europe 
at the close of the middle ages and practically 
disappeared when the scientific spirit of the Re- 
naissance period began to assert itself. It is now 
essentially an Oriental disease, dangerous only

A Socialist administration having been indict- 
ed into office in Butte, Mont., two cities of some 
importance in the country are now under Social- 
ist control. However, the Socialist party did not 
win in Butte by promising to give spplication to 
Socialist principles, but upon promises of an effi- 
cient and economical business administration of 
municipal affairs. | : 

This turning to the Socialists is the resort in 
cases where other parties have been tried until 
the public patience has become exhausted. Munici- 
palities do not care whether Republicans or Demo- 
crats or reformers or what clique or faction or 
party runs the business of the community, but 
they do care whether the business is run well or 
ill. We are a tolerant people, familiar with the 
spoils systern and hardened\to thoughts and acts 
of political greed. We expect that public business 
will cost more and be less efficient than any other, 
but there is a limit. ¢ ! 
In this respect there was no difference in the 
processes of reasoning tnat moved the people of 
Butte and the people of Milwaukee to turn to the 
Socialists for relief when other means had failed, 
as they did fail in both places. Other cities have 
turned similarly, but, as it chanced, not to the 
Socialists, but to the commission form of gov- 
ernment, or to laws which eliminated parties as 
factors in municipal politics. Party politics has 
been the drawback to progress in municipal govy- 
ernment. To turn to Socialism is a temporary ex- 
pedient, not a permanent cure. There is no cure 
but to choose men for municipal offices who are 
interested only to conduct efficiently the business 
of the municipality.

THE WORLD’S METROPOLIS. 


From the New York Tribune. 

London’s supremacy as the greatest center of 
population in the world may soon be seriously 
challenged by New York. This city’s percentage 
of gain im the last two decades have been 37.1 
and 38.7, respectively, compared with London’s 
10.2 and 16.8. New York's aes abt gain between 
1900 and 1910 was 1,329,681 and London’s between 
If the present dis- 
parity in.growth continues for three decades, New 
York, within its present territorial limits, will be 
close on the heels of London, which has an area 
twice as large. But if New York were to be con- 
sidered as the central section of a district as 
extensive as London, it would easily outstrip the 
latter in population even 20 years hence: for the 
present population of such a district probably 
exceeds 6,000,000, and the average rate of growth 
within its boundaries is more than three times 
as great as that which the census of 1911 has 
disclosed for London. That the seat of the great- 
est urban community on the globe will in the 
not distant future shift from the banks of the 
Thamas to the banks of the Hudson is a con- 
clusion fairly deducible from the figures which 
the British Census Bureau has just given out.

Craziella Pareto in ‘‘The Barber of 
Seville’ Is Wildly Cheered 
and Praised.

ROME, June 3.—Graziella Pareto, a fascinating 
Spanish prima donna, if the latest rage of Roman 
theater goers. She made her first appearance at 
the leading theater, the Costanzi, in ‘“‘The Barber 
of Seville.’ To say that she took the house by 
storm only half expresses it. At the close the 
audience rose and cheered her to the echo. 

Her secret of success lies as much in magnetism 
as voice and personal attractions. The leading 
musical critics describes her as “authentic, deli- 
delicious, coquettish, suavely 


sentimental, gay, admirable” as Rosina in the 
famous opera. Her voice is dwelt upon as “a 
series of delicious trills, warbles and melodious 
harmonies.” It is not often that the music critics 
of Rome are led into such enthusiasm. 

There is a story attaching to Signora Pareto’s 
past which throws a halo of romance around her 
name. She never knew her parents and was 
reared by a rich, very religious uncle, who des- 
tined her for the convent. When only 15 the 
girl developed a will of her own and sang to 
the tune of “No, I Won't Be a Nun.” She fell in 
love, laughed at locksmiths, scaled’ a wall by 
night and disappeared, much to her wealthy rela- 
tive’s dismay. That was just eight years ago. 

Bitter disillusion awaited the girl. The object 
of her first leve was worthless and refused to set 
the seal of the church upon their union. The 
cloister would easily have claimed her had not a 
friend, conscious of the capabilities of her voice, 
persuaded her to try the stage. She studied pri- 
vately three years, earning her own living the 
while, for her uncle had disowned her. 

She made a triumphant debut at Madrid and 
then toured the Spanish provinces with increasing 
success.

LUXEMBURG, June 3.—One of the prettiest 

royal heiresses of Europe is the hereditary Grand 

Duchess of Luxemburg, 17-year-old Maria Ade- 

laide, who eventually will succeed to the throne 

of this independent Grand Duchy. 











The story of how it came about that little Maria’ 


Adelaide is to be a sovereign is the story of the 


¢ 
heroism of a woman—her mother, an Infanta 


(Princess) of Portugal. 

Maria’s father, the head of the House of Nassau, 
is a hopeless invalid. Before he succeeded to the 
throne, less than six years ago, he was subject to 
fits and paralytic strokes, which gradually re- 
duced him to such a condition that three years 
atter he took the reins of government he was 


unable to sign public documents. Then his wife, 
Grand Duchess Maria Anna, was appointed regent. 
The Grand Duke now is blind, deaf, almost dumb 
and has little use of arms or legs. Yet, insensible 
to external feeling as he is, his brain is active. 
His doctors say he will never be any better, but 
may live many years. 

Grand Duke William is fairly well to do, so 
poverty is not one of the family trials. But for 
some years Grand Duchess Maria Anna, besides 
nursing her paralyzed husband and trying to look 
after her six daughters, has had to fight for the 
duchy, Or rather the possessions which go with 
it, against the Count of Merenberg, the only re- 
maining male of the direct Nassau line of Luxem- 
burg. 

Count Merenberg is the son of a Prince of Nas- 
sau who married beneath his rank, taking for 
his wife a daughter of the Russian poet Puschkin, 
who had been divorced from her first husband, 
whose name was Doubelt. Her birth makes it 
impossible for the Count to inherit the throne of 
Luxemburg, as he would otherwise do‘under the 
old Salic law, which precludes female inheritance. 
Nevertheless, he thought himself entitled to the 
possessions of the House of Nassau, especially 
some castles, parks, territories and invested capt- 
tal worth altogether $1,000,000. 

Grand Duchess Maria Anna fought. hard to re- 
tain the possessions for her daughter, and recent- 
ly won her case. At the same time the House of 
Nassau persuadéd the Luxemburg Chamber of 
Deputies to alter the succession so that Grand 
Duchess Maria Adelaide may succeed to the

art is taught fn the public schools, is 
revealed to the public in the display 
now béing made in the: Board of Educa- 
tion Building. The exhibition will be 
open dafly this week from 9 a. m. to 5 
p. m., through Friday, when it closes. 

The industrial and art work tatight in 
the schools is shown in its various 
branches in the display. The largest 
division ts that of domestic art, which 
includes sewing, millinery and dregs- 
making. 

The millirery work taught in the 
schools includes the making of a sum- 
mer and a winter hat. For the former, 
a wide frame is made, which is covered 
with braid, straw, lace or embroidery. 
Trimming and lining then follow. For 
the winterdat a buckram frame is pro- 
vided, and the pupils are expected to 
draft original plans for the superstruc- 
ture, as well as to copy pattern hats. 

In dressmaking: the first work taught 
is the making of underwear. The next 
step is the making of a plain summer 
dress, and this is followed by the mak- 
ing of a more elaborate one, with more 
trimming and hand work than the first. 
The third dress, of woolen material, is 
made during the winter term. 

The art exhibit includes specimens of 
the work in drawing and decoration, 
textiles, wickerware, tooled leather ar- 
ticles, hammered metal and book bind- 
ings.

CUSTER SURVIVOR 
LATE IN APPEARING 


Application for Pension for In- 
” diana Man Upsets Accepted 
History. 


PRINCETON, Ind., June. 3.—Efforts 
by Congressman Cullop of Vincennes, 
Ind., to obtain a special pension of $30 
a month for one of his constituents on 
the ground that he is the sole survivor 
of the Custer massacre has brought up 
the question whether there was a sur- 
vivor. 

It is generally believed that no one of 
the Custer command escaped and this 
is the story that has been told for 35 
years without contradtion until this 
Knox County man applied for a pen- 
sion. 

The Rev. John E. Cox of this city, 
who was in the regular army at the 
time and close to the scene of the mas- 
sacre, says he never’heard of anyone 
getting away from Custer’s command 
during the battle. For years an Indian 
scout was accepted generally as a sur- 
vivor, though on just what evidence no- 
body seems to know. 

Custer’s horse, ‘“‘Commanche” escaped 
death and for many years was kept at 
Fort Riley, Kan., a pensioner of the 
Government and regarded, too, as the 
sole survivor of the fight. 

It may be that the applicant for a 
pension was in the command of Maj. 
Reno, who was four’ miles aWay ,and 
was courtmartialed’‘for’\pot being

TESTS HEALTH OF 
BOTTLE-FED BABIES 


German Government Compar- 
ing Children Artficially and 
Naturally Nursed. 


BERLIN. June 3.—An interesting in- 
vestigation ig going on in Baden this 
year, with’ a view to ascertaining the 
chances for life of bottle-fed babies as 
compared to those fed by mother’s milk. 
The investigation was ordered as a re- 
sult of complaints from physicians all 
over the duchy of Baden. They com- 
plained that mothers are becoming less 
and less willing to nurse their own ba- 
bies. They account by this for the large 
infant mortality. 

To ascertain the true causes of infant 
mortality, the Government has ordered 
that a certain card be filled out at the 
birth of each child. In the card it is to 
be stated, among many other things, 
whether the mother nurses her babe, 
whether she uses any bottle at all, and, 
if so, to what extent. Physicians and 
midwives are to keep tab on the mothers 
whom they attend, for several months. 
Inspectors will visit the homes where 
little ones are born in the course of 
this year and see to !t that the cards are 
kept in good order 80 as to serve as 
materia] for the investigation. 

At the end of the year the cards will 
be collected, records will be made and 
compared ag to mortality of infants. 
Physicians will also be employed to ex- 
amlye all living infants by the end of 
the year and to compare the status of 
these infants as to health.

CHICKENS BARRED 
FROM CHAUTAUQUA 


Piasa Will Have No Booze or 
Fidos or Hens to Disturb 
Literary Calm. 


THERE ARE 2 EXCEPTIONS 


Dressed Frying Size Pullets and 
Custodian’s Pup, “Nigger” 
Welcomed. 


No booze, degs or chickens will be 
admitted to Piasa Chautauqua this sea- 
son. The triumvirate are placed under 
the ban, in black-face type, in the ad- 
vance announcements of the manage- 
ment. 

In the Chautauqua Herald, which has 
been issued by M. Edwin Johnson, man- 
ager, the liquor, dog and chicken ques- 
tions are disposed of in a manner which 
will leave no room for centroversy. Con- 
cerning drinkables, the notice is: ‘No 
intoxicants allowed on the Chautauqua 
grounds.” Relative to dogs, this ts the 
warning: ‘‘No dogs will be allowed on 
the Chautauqua grounds during the en- 
tire season. This order is imperative 
‘and will be strictly enforced.’”’ And on 
the chicken subject the last word is 
like this: ‘“‘No fowls will be tolerated 
or the Chautauqua grounds during the 
entire season. This order will » en- 
farced.”’ . 

These are not new Chautauces 
rules, but there was embarrassment 
in enforcing the ones against dogs 
and chickens last year, because no 
specifiC warnings had been issued. 
The family Towser and Fido were 
brought along and after they were 
on the grounds it was hard to get 
rid of them, even though they made 
night hideous with their bayings at 
the moon and raided the refrigerator 
boxes at the big spring. The rule 
against booze has always been strict- 
ly enforced but It seemed fair to 
the management to give the same 
warning to cold bottle fanciers as 
to admirers of dogs and chickens. 

The chicken rule applies only to 
live ones with the feathers on. There 
will be no embargo on the importa- 
tion of dressed ones. Last season it 
became the fashion for the cottagers 
to buy their birds “on the hoof,” 
coop them or tether them out and 
put them through a supplemental 
fattening process for several days 
before killing them. 

The result was that there was too 
much squawking and the scenery was 
everspread with too many feathers. 

There is one exception to the enforce- 
ment of the dog rule. ‘“Nigger’’ is the 
exception. ‘‘Nigger’’ is the pet and 
companion of Emil Fischer, the custodi- 
an of the grounds. He lives there with 
his master al! the year round. It is 
ris home and he and the custodian are 
inseparable, so ‘‘Nigger’’ will have the 
run of the grounds as usual. All other 
dogs, no matter what their pedigree, 
must stay away.

FOR SCHOOL TERM 


Mrs. J. P. Dunwell of Webster 
Groves, Feared for Son’s 
Health and Kept Him Hope.

Norman Dunwell, the 12-year-old 
son of P. J. Dunwell of 504 Summit 
avenue, Webster Groves, need not re- 
turn to school according to a decision 
rendered by Judge McElhinney in the 
Juvenile Court at Clayton yesterday 
afternoon. The case was instituted 
by the county truant officer. 

The testimony showed that Nor- 

man is in poor health and that he had 
been chastised last March by his 
teacher, Miss Virginia Harris, who 
gave him eight blows with a stick a 
foot long and about a quarter of an 
inch thick. Mrs. Dunwell testified 
that her son was beaten March 10, 
but she sent him back to school. 
Two weeks later he was given the 
beating mentioned and she did not 
send him back. 
The blows produced severe brulse3 
on Norman, according to the testli- 
mony of the mother and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Hulda Dunwell, and af- 
fected his spine. 

Mrs. Dunwall said she had two other 
beys, both inclined toward tuberculesis 
and one of them at present In New 
Mexico for his health. Norman is not 
strong and for that reason she con- 
cluded not to send him back to school 
as he and his teacher seemed unable 
to get along well together. 

Dr. Horine Miles testified that he 
had issued a certificate that the boy 
was not physically able to attend school 
at this time. Mrs. Dunwell says she 
will send him again next fall. 

Principal H. C. Elherpon testified as 
to the use of the stick as a means of 
discipline. He said when other means 
failed that fits use was authorized with 
seven blows as the minimum and 12 as 
the maximum. While testimony was 
given about the physical condition of 
the Norman brothers, he was sent out 
of the court room by direction of Judge 
McElhinney.

MIDDIES TAUGHT 
NAVAL WAR GAME 


ABAINST JAPANESE 





Training of Last Year, One Re- 
veals, Directed Especially 
for Orientals. 





ANNAPOLIS, June 3.—One of the grad- 

uates of the naval academy says that 
during the last year of the course the 
middies have been trained especially in 
preparation for possible war with Japan. 
This graduate declared that, with the 
“enemy” cloaked under: the title “The 
Navy of the Strongest Asiatic Power” 
the class at the naval academy has in 
theory fought the Japanese from pillar 
to.post. Said this graduate: 

“We have been taught what to do at 
a moment’s notice in case of a war 
with Japan. Of course, some of the 
papers and in fact the majority of them, 
did not mention Japan. They said ‘An 
Island Empire,’ or ‘An Asiatic Nation,’ 
or something like that. 

“It has been determined by the mem- 
bers of the class and by the naval of- 
ficers instructing us, that in the event 
of our fleets being but a few miles 
south or north on the Pacific coast, 
Japan could land a force of men so 
large as to sufficiently control the en- 
would be almost im- 
possible after the men had landed to 
drive them out with steel and powder. 
However, as the conditions are at the 
present time, it would be impossible for 
the army to remain in this country more 
than four months. They could get no 
provisions and a fleet would keep them 
from landing stores and ammunition.” 

The middy said that the theory fight- 
ing was done with the Japanese only. 
He intimated that the training was 
given in accordance with orders re- 
ceived from Washington,and it is be- 
lieved orders for similar instruction were 
given to the West Point Academy. 

In this connection the speeches made 
during the commencement exercises by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Beek- 
man Winthrop are logxed upon as signi- 
ficant. He recalled that the United 
States had been engaged in war on an 
average of every twenty-nine years, 
and added that,if the ratio were pre- 
served the present graduating class 
would see ‘‘active service.”’

As for Count Tol- 
stoy, he is addicted to drink, and I 
have known him to consume two bottles 
of brandy a day. He has no business, 
trade or occupation, but lived, before 
he married Miss Frothingham, on the 
small income allowed him by his father. 

“When I heard of the marriage of the 
Count and Broker Frothingham’s 
daughter, I wrote to my sister Floria 
and I advised her to take steps to

that feature of the Payne tariff bill. 
Predicts Satisfaction in 6 Months. 

“A careful analysis of the argu- 
ments pro and con over the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement will convince 
any fair-minded economist who is 
well informed as to conditions in 
both countries, that six months after 
the agreement is adopted there will 
be no complaint from any quarter. 

“From what source does the oppo- 
sition proceed? In the first place it 
comes from two classes of the busi- 
ness interests of the country, those 
who own and control the lumber 
supply of the United States, and those 
who are engaged in the manufacture 
of print paper, and of whom the larg- 
est manufacturers own much of the 
spruce wood supply of the United 
States from which print paper is 
made, 

“Aud a second class opposed to the 
treaty are those who claim to repre- 
sent the farmers and agricultural in- 
terests of the country. 

“In the consideration of these 
classes of opponents to the treaty J 
should promise that one of the great 
objects of the treaty, one of the great 
reasons for its making and submis- 
sion to Congress was the conserva- 
tion of our national resources. 


Prices Too High. 


‘It is perfectly evident from the 
statistics, that our general lumber 
supply and our supply of spruce woo)! 
for paper making are being rapidly 
exhausted and that the effect of the 
diminution of supply and increase in 
demand is to put too high a price 
upon the -rough lumber and woo 
pulp. Under the Payne Tariff Bill. 
rough lumber is dutiable at $1.25. 
Under the reciprocity agreement that 
duty is removed. I submit that es 
lumber is essential to all classes, 
fermers and merchants, as the price 
has gone far beyond what it. ever 
was in the past, and as our supply 
is being exhausted, we ought when 
we can to enlarge the sources from 
which our people may secure it at 
reasonable prices. 

“The repert of the chief of the Bu- 
reau of Corporations shows that the 
control of lumber in the United 
States is im comparatively few hands, 
and that they are so friendly te each 
other that the possibility of a mon- 
| opeoly 4s neither remote nor tmprob- 
ee oe a. ne eenee 

ef the United States the relatively 
j inexhuustible suppiy te be found in 
Canada.” 


In regard to print paper, the Presi- 
Geet oaid the Taritt Board had made 





a full investigation and found the 
cost of pulp wood in Canada and in 
the United States is about $5 a ton. 

“It seems fairly reasonable to sup- 
pose,” he continued, “that the pulp 
wood which only grows north of the 
forty-fifth degree of latitude, will be 
exhausted in the.United States or 
remain tn the control of a few per- 
sons, because of the drain of the 
United States mills. 


“It is of the highest importance, 
therefore, not only to the consumers 
but to the manufacturers of print 
paper, in order that they may secure 
their raw material at a reasonable 
price, to secure a letting down of the 
bars in Canada for the exportation 
of pulp wood. 


“It is thus apparent that while a 
small amount of paper may come in 
‘free into the United States under the 
existed tariff, the paper made from 
nine-tenths of the pulp wood of Can- 
ada will pay a duty of $5.75. It seems 
to me that this is treating the paper 
manufacturers of the United States 
fairly. 


“Tt is a provision calculated to se- 
cure to them a source of supply where 
they can get their wood at $5 less a 
ton than in this country, with the dis- 
advantage of a small competition of 
paper made in Canada from Canadian 
wood, upon which there is no restric- 
tions. 

Farming a Access Opposition. 


“The third class of opponents to 
the bill are those who claim to rep- 
resent the whole farming industry of 
the United States. This of course is 
a much more formidable opposition 
than the special interests, to which 
I have referred, and it is but natural 
that these special interests should 
be found operating with those who 
claim to represent the farmers’ inter- 
est in arousing the farmers to the 
horrors and disasters that are to fol- 
low reciprocity. 


“The employment of a New York 
City firm, skilled in sending cfrcu- 
lars, is not the subject of proper 
criticiam provided the statements 
made in the circulars are reasonable 
and well founded, 


“The significance of the fact that 
this same New York firm is looking 
for fimancial assistance in the cam- 
paign they are carrying os in behalf 
of the farmers against reciprocity, 
net only te the grange, but also to 
gentiemen interested in lumber, in 
the manufacture of print vaper and 
im other manufacturers cannot ecens- 
cape the attention of the public. 

‘“‘“How is the farmer to be affected 
by Canadian reciprocity and free 
trade in agricultural products when

Benefits Foretold., 


The United States has the advan- 
tage, the President said, in the inter- 
change of horses and potatoes, meat 
and dairy products. The only in- 
stances in which Canada gained the 
advantage was in wheat, barley, rye 
and oats. He argued if the duty is 
taken off wheat it can be imported 
to Minneapolis and other places and 
made into flour without reducing the 
demand for or prices of wheat in the 
United States, and the surplus be sent 
abroad. ’ 

He saw benefits to farmers from the 
increased by-products of bran and 
shorts, which are now so high-priced 
as to be almost prohibitive. And 
what is true of wheat will be true 
of other cereals. 

The increased sale of agricultural 
implements was another benefit. 

“Tl have been atacked ‘on the floor 
of the House and elsewhere as oc- 
cupying an inconsistent position,” 
said the President. 

“It has been said that I have urged 
the reciprocity agreement with the 
idea of lower cost of living on the 
one hand and then that the farmers 
would not be injured by reduction in 
the price at which they sell their 
products on the other hand. It 1s 
asked is it possible to reduce the 
cost of living on the one hand and 
maintain the present price of farm 
products on the other. 

“My own impression is that the 
cost of farm products is determined 
by the world’s supply and not by local 
conditions or tariff or otherwise, and 
that so long as the movement toward 
manufacturing any away from the 
farms continues and the supply of 
farm laborers is reduced, a continu-

If this 
were a jug handle arrangement, if all 
the benefits were to accrue to the United 
States and none to Canada, then as the 
treaty may be repealed at any time, we 
could look forward te its early abroga- 
tion by the Canadian authorities. 

“It ig because I am confident it will 
te seen on both sides to be a great 
siatesmanlike measure, looking to the 
beneficial interests to both parties to 
the contract that I so urgently press its 
adoption upon the Congress and the peo- 
pie of the United States.”’

Hadley for a parole, that being the last 
step toward gaining the condemned 
man’s freedom; but it was said in news 
dispatches from Jefferson City that the 
Governor probably would deny the fe- 
quest, on the ground that if Healy was 
entitled to immunity for testifying 
against others before the grand jury it 
should have been advanced as a plea 
for him at the trial.

I got two let- 
ters from McNamara instructing me to 
find the location of the Utah Heel. 
This building was blown up on the 29th 
day of December, at 3 a. m. 

“T was arrested and tried in connec- 
tion with this case and given six 
months in the county jail and a fine of 
$350. I paid them $65 and the balance 
was remitted and I served the sentence. 

After leaving the jail, I went to Hous- 
ton, Texas, and there wrote to McNa- 
mera demanding my fee for the part 
tnat I had taken in these affairs. He 
wrote back to me, refusing to give 
me any aid whatever and also’adavised 
the local cee? to take up my union 
cerd. 

“My union card was number 39,783. 
Since then I have had nothing whatever 
to do with the union or McNamara and 


give this statement cheerfully of my own 


accord, that justice may be done the 
offending parties.’’

Mr. Gary said that it had been re- 
ported that the Tennessee Coal gnd 
Iron Co. was organized to unload 
upon his concern. Gates testified 
with his stock 
and believed that he had a good in- 
vestment. 

The committee foes not think 
Judge Gary’s statements concerning 
the condition of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co. should go unanswered. 

Gary’s Btatement was that the Ten- 
nessee concern, at the time of its-ab- 
sorption by the trust in 1907, was in 
a bad way, and that its stéck was 
bought for more than its value, tos 
prevent the New York banking firm 
of Moore & Schley from being en- 
dangered. This view of the matter 
was presented, he testified, to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Root, 
with the result that the Government 
offered no interferente with the 
deal, 


Questions Gates’ Part. 
“After the agreement’ had Been 


made to take the Tennessee stock at 
$9," said Gary, “Ledyard came to me 
and said Schley had told him the 
price of 30 could not let them out of 
their difficulty. I notice that Gates 
says in his testimony that when he 
got home from Europe he made them 
raise the price in the trasaction. If 
he made that statement it must have 
been by Mareoni, because the whote 
transaction was closed Lefore his ar- 
rival from Europe.

KANSAS CITY, June $8.—Upon the 
bill of the Kansas City Railway and 
Light Co., signed by John M. Egan, 
president, ‘the “Metropolitan Street, 
Central Electric and Kansas City 
Elevated Railway companies 


placed in the hands of receivers here 
late today. 

Ford F. Harvey of - Kansas City, of 
the Fred Harvey Eating System, and 
R, J. Dunham of Chicago, chairman 
of the Metropolitan Board of Direct- 
tcrs, were named as the receivers 
by Judge William C. Hook of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

With no one but officials of the 
company knowing his plans, Alexan- 
der New, their attorney, appeared in 
court with the sworn petition of 
Egan that the finances of the com- 
pany were in a serious condition and 
that it would soon be unable to meet 
heavy obligations. The application 
was immediately granted and the re- 
ceivers named. 

Street railway officials have ‘been 
frank to say for some months that 
the company was in straightened cir- 
eumstanmces financially. J. Ogden Ar- 
mour of Chicago is a heavy stock- 
holder in the company, R. J. Dunham 
is his representative. Enough stock 
is controlled by Armour, it is under- 
stood, for him to control the organt- 
zation.’ 

The receivership is not due to the 
failure of the street car company to 
make money at the present time. Last 
year the net profit amounted to more 
than $1,000,000. This amount was not 
enough, however, to pay the interest on 
outstanding indebtedness of the com- 
pany and make the extensions required 
by. the city franchise which expires in 
1926. A statement issued tonight by 
Attorney New said: 

“To make extensions and additions to 
the street railway new money is neces- 
Sary to meet the phenomenal growth of 
the city in population and territory. 

“The action taken ‘today is to keep 
the system intact for the benefit of the 
eréditors and security holders of the 
railway ‘and light company until a new 
contract @an be negotiated for refund- 
ing all obligations.”’

“At the former investigation noth- 
ing was charged against me person- 


me to deny as a witness. It is my 
earnest desire to be permitted to 
testify before your committee go that 
I can refute any charges that may be 
made, or any suspicions that anyone 
may have as to the validity of my 
election,” 


Method of Inguiry Discussed. 
The matter of how the new in- 


vestigation ordered by the Senate 
shall be made was informally dis- 
cussed by the committee today. It 
will be taken up in earnest at a spe- 
cfal meeting of the committee Mon- 
day afternoon. Some of the members 
believed that the full committee 
should make the inquiry, while others 
thought better results would be ac- 
complished through a speical coms 
mittee. : 
Friday Senator Kenyon moved that 
the entire committee of 15 members 
make the investigation and the mo- 
tion was under consideration when 
the committee adjourned until Mon- 
day. 
The Martin resolution adopted last 
Thursday directed that the commit- 
tee must sit en banc. At the same 
time a “gentleman’s agreement” had 
been framed by which the committee 
was to recommend that a _ special 
committee of eight members should 
perform the duty, 
mittee to consist of four Republicans 
and four Democrats—four pro-Lori- 
mer and four anti-Lorimer. 
It was agreed that these should be 
recommended for the work; Diljmgham 
and Gamble, Republicans, and John- 
ston and Fletcher, Democrats, pro-Lori- 
mer; Clapp and Kenyon, Republicans, 
and Kern and Lea, Democrats, anti- 
Lorimer. 


Agreement Ridiculed. 
This ‘‘gentleman’s agreement” was 


secretly framed up between Dillingham 
and Martin. It was discussed during 
the debate and much fidiculed by the 
progressives and Democrats, who fa- 
vored a special committee elected by 
the Senate. These mustered twenty- 
four votes on a final roll call, and must 
be reckoned with if there is any in- 
vasion of the resolution. 

It is certain. there will be prolonged 
debate and great ill feeling if a special 
committee is recommended. It will be 
violently antagonized by Senator La 
Follette and his followers. 

The situation of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections is embarras- 
sing. Any other course than a literal 
fellowing of the instructions to sit as 
a body, will be criticized and resented. 

Lorimer’s request to be heard is con- 
strued as indicating a determination to 
fight to a finish, and it is not now be- 
lieved he will resign.

CONFERENCE MEET 





Missouri State University Team 
Causes Big Surprise in Min- 
neapolis Games. 





MAROONS FINISH SECOND 





California, Wisconsin and Illinois 
Are Others Who Trail 
Columbia Men. 





MINNEAPOLIS, June 3,— 
The University of Missouri, a dark 
horse, won the eleventh annual field 
and track meet of the Intercollegiate 
Conference Athletic Association this 
afternoon, scoring 9 points more than 


its nearest competitor, the University 
of Chicago. The principal other 
winners were: University of Califor- 
nia, 20 University of Wisconsin, 
19 3-4; University of Illinois, 19 5-12; 
Notre Dame, 14; Minnesota 11 3-4; 
Coe College, 8; Purdue, 5; Northwest- 
ern, 2; Morning Side, 2. 

The heavy rains did not leave the 
track in the best shape, but in. spite 
of this one conference record was 
broken and two others were tied. 
The new record was made by Allen 
of California, whose mark of 23 ¢t. 
1 in. in the broad jump was one- 
quarter of an inch better than the 
mark set by Friend of Chicago in 
1905. Davenport of Chicago tied 
his own record of 1:56 3-5 in the half- 
mile and Steele of Missouri equaled 
the record of 9:50 flat for the two- 
mile made by Rowe of Michigan, 
in 1906. 

‘Hilinois Team Wins Relay. 

One of the surprises of the meet 
was the result of the relay race 
which was won by ,Illinois in 3m. 
28 1-5s. The Illinois runners were 
Herrick, Stetzel, Hunter and Cortis. 
Chicago was a big favorite in this 
event. 

Aside from the dashes, which were 
all closely contested,-the most inter- 
esting events were the half-mile and 
two-mile events. In the half-mile, 
Skinner of Chicago and Bermond of 
Missouri! lead until the last hundred 
yards, when Davenport gradually cut 
down their lead and nosed them out 
by a foot. 

In the two-mile, Johnson of Mis- 
souri, at once took the lead, closely 
followed by Steele, his team mate: 
When they had outdistanced the en- 
tire fleld at the mile, Johnson drop- 
ped out and Steele was never headed, 
winning by a big margin over Cleve- 
land of Wisconsin.

There are about 27 men in the Wes-

Fred Plaisted, former professional 
oarsman and one of the best-known 
rowing experts in the world, came to 
the Wes‘erns two years ago.

It 
seems that he know all about rowing 
himself, but could not impart his in- 
formation to the crews in such a way 
that they could take advantage of his 
experience. The Westerns did not like 
Plaisted’s stroke, as they complained 
that they were forced to row from 37 
to 40 strokes a minute to make a show- 
ing and that the strain on their backs 
made it impossible to go a route. 

Reverses Plaisted’s Style. 

This year when Joachim took charge 
at the Westerns he immediately low- 
ered the seats and other rigging of the 
boat two inches. Not only the barges, 
but fours, pairs,-eights and singles 
were fixed the same way. 

Joachim’'s idea is to have the men get 
all the power possible out of their legs. 
For this reason he lengthened out the 
seat runs, and now the Western’s crews 
can easily be distinguished in a race by 
the difference in their stroke from that 
of the other crews. 

The Westerns hardly ever hit it up 
over 82 strokes to the minute now. But 
in this stroke there is tremendous 
power, the leg drive being long and 
complete, while the slower stroke en- 
ables the crew to work like a clock.

Grand Jury Recommends That 
System of Paying Be 
Changed. 


Payment of all city employes by 
check was recomended by the April 
@rand jury in its final report toa 
Judge Hitchcock submitted Saturday. 

The grand jury also urged strict 
attention by the police to “fences” 
@s receivers of stolen property are 
termed. Men engaged in this busi- 
ness are said in the report to foster 
crime. 

Two city employes, William Shee- 
hey, timekeeper, and Peter McGau- 
ley, foreman at the Chain of Rocks 
pumping station, were among those 


indicted. They are charged with ob- 
taining money by false pretense, 
Brand larceny and embezzlement on 
account of padding payrolls.

SHE FEARED A REVOLVER 





Harry Stitt Says Threats of Girl’s 
Taking Poison Induced Him 
to Marry Her. 


WINFIELD, .Kan., June 3.—If the 
Graemes of the Netherby clan had only 


known how they do it in Winfield, 
Kan., instead of mounting their horses 
to pursue young Lochinvar and the girl 
he sO melodramatically abducted, they 
would have instituted divorce proceed- 
ings and gotten out an injunction. 

Everybody, including Winfield’s own 
young Lochinvar and the bride, to say 
nothing of the bride’s parents and the 
company at whose lingerie counters the 
bridegroom works, would have agreed 
that there was lots more sense in that 
than in riding jaded horses over banks, 
brushes and scaurs as they did in Sir 
Walter Scott’s poem. 

Winfield’s young Lochinvar, who is 
known at the dry goods store in Wel- 
lington, where he is at work, as H. J. 
Stitt, is now the defendant in a divorce 
action. His bride, who prays for the 
restoration of her maiden name, Mil- 
dred Milligan, says that she was carried 
off and married under duress. 

She has also asked an injunction to 
keep Lochinvar, alias Stitt, away from 
her, from visiting her, writing to her, 
telephoning to her, and from carrying 
her off bodily a third time.

volver and threatened to kill me if I 
did not consent. He was madly in love 
with me, and I felt sorry for him.” 


Pareats Find Couple at Hotel. 

Miss Mikired Milligan was the belle 
of the younger set in Winfield, the 
daughter of wealthy and indulgent par- 
ents. When she was missing from her 
home one morning there was excitement 
throughout the town. When it was 
iearned Harry Stitt was also missing, 
further investigation was unnecessary 
to conclude what had happened. The 
parents of the girl trailed her to Wel- 
lington, where they found she had been 
tmarried. Stitt and his bride were liv- 
ing at a hotel. | 
The parents of the bride persuaded 
her, in her husband’s absence, to re- 
turn to Winfield, and for a time they 
were trimumphant. Then the girl was 
missing again and it was learned she 
had returned to her husband. In a few 
days she came back unsolicited and 
then Stitt also returned to Winfield. 

The bride’s story of the elopement is 
that Stitt came to her father’s house 
with two friemds and forced her to go 
with him. He had an automobile near 
by and one friemd walked on either side 
while her captor-suitor walked in front 
with a revolver, till they reached the 


machine.

“When I came home with my people, 
after living with my husband a few 
days,’ said Mrs. Stitt, “the perform- 
ance was repeated.

When newspapers with an account of 
the kidnaping reached wellington, Stitt 
carried a copy of the story to his wife 
at their room in the hotel and told her 
they must do something to contradict 
the story of her being taken away 
against her will and suggested going to 
a police judge and making a sworn 
statement. Mrs. Stitt agreed to this. 
But when they were before the court 
she astounded her husband by saying 
ghe did not love him and had consented 
to go with him solely through fear. 

‘If that is the case,’’ said Stitt, “you 
had better go home.” 

He then telephoned to the parents of 
the bride that she would be home on the 
first train and gave her money to pay 
her expenses. 

Upon her final return to her home the 
bride began to prepare divorce papers, 
and from what her husband has said 
since he came back to Winfield it is not

LONDON, June 3.—While wealthy 
Americans are rushing to London by 
every boat, eager to be present at 


any of the coronation festivities, it 
now develops that many of En- 
gland’s peers and peeresses will not 
be present when King George is 
crowned. The situation offers a pe- 
culiar contrast. Americans fond of 
display are bent on being “in” or 
the coronation if it is the last thing 
they accomplish in life. They prob- 
ably will not get within seeing dis- 
tance at that. On the other hand, 
titled English persons who have re- 
ceived the royal “command” to be 
there are going to stay away. 

The English nobility argues that 
it is not worth while. It is too much 
trouble‘ to get ready for the big 
event; it leaves one tired and, be- 
sides, it is expensive. They show a 
different spirit from their brothers 
across the Atlantic, who figure on 
spending a fortune and the larger 
the amount the more glory to them. 

The Duke of Norfolk, who as 
Earl Marshal has the direction of 
coronation affairs, today told the 


Post-Dispatch correspondent that the} 


attitude of the Englishmen and wom- 
en dismayed though it did not sur- 
prise him. The Duke has been try- 


ing his persuasive powers on many |} 


but has found them obstinate. Those 
who will not be present have too 
vivid a recollection of the crowning 
of King Edward to have the social 
dose repeated. That occasion was 
put @ewn as the most fatiguing ex- 
perience on record. After hours of 
waiting, they discovered they could 
see little or nothing of the ceremon- 
(ial and, worst of all, it was hours 
before they could get home. August 
10, 1902, is remembered and not 
pleasantly by those noted English- 
men, and they are not anxious for 
another such experience. 
Held to Their Rights. 

When King Edward was crowned 
every peer and peeress held tenacious- 
ty to his or her right to.attend the cere- 
mony. The value of thé privilege has 
dropped shockingly. 

In the meantime, preparations for the 
coronation go merrily on. The route in 
the West End through which the pro- 
cession will pass grows daily more like 
a huge lumber yard. Everywhere wood- 
en stands are being erected to hold the 
oxpected throngs. 
buildings are now decorated with tem- 
porary balconies on the order of huge 
window boxes. Only they don’t look 
lke window boxes and the whole ef- 
tect is unsightly. The undressed wvod 
gives a crude appearance and today 
Parliament Square and Westminster 
Abbey look hideous. 

Both the Abbey and the Houses of 
Parliament are almost hidden by huge 
stands and the architectural beauty of 
this spot has been destroyed. Then there 
is the danger of fire. The authorities 
are taking what precautions they can. 
Firemen patrol the stands day and 
night, for an outbreak at this particular 
spot would mean the destruction of 
Westminster Abbey, an incalculable 
1083. 

Barricades are to be erected in side 
streets, and roadways have been torn 
up in places to allow workmen to sink 
stout wooden posts into the ground as 
stays for these barricades. As traffie 
in the West End was never so._heavy as 
now, the partial cutting up of the streets 
las caused ceaseless blockades. Ex- 
cept during lunch time it now takes 
from twenty to thirty minutes to travel 
in a taxicab from Knightbridge to Pic- 
cadilly Circus, a little more than a 
mile. 

Guests Had to Walk. 

Similar conditions exist in the 
Strand and Regent and Oxford 
streets, while no sane person who has 
not plenty of time would think of 
driving up Bond sfreet. 

A few evenings ago, when giving a 
party, the Duchess of Marlborough 
ignored the advice of the police to 
have carriages approach and leave 
by a certain route. Hopeless con- 
fusion was the result. Guests had to 
walk long distances, some as far as 
half a mile, to reach their motor 
ears, and then‘ got mixed up with 
the stream going to the Devonshire 
House ball, half a mile from Sun- 
derland House. 

Police regulations issued for Cor- 
onation day are eloquent on _ the 
dangers of crowds to any but the 
most robust. Seatholders are warned 
to be in their places at an unearthly 
hour of the morning, as the police 
will not undertake to get anyone 
through the crush, Wheeled traffic 
will stop at 8 o'clock, 
~ To lessen traffic difficulties along 
the route of procession, an arrange- 
ment has been made by which peers 
and commoners may go from Chelsea 
Pier by steamer to Westminster 
Bridge, whence they can travel by a 
covered walk to the Abbey. A large 
number will take advantage of this 
plan. They will at the same time 
deprive the crowds on stands and in 
the streetsof the privilege of whiling 
away the tedtous hours by watching 
peers and peeresses drive to the 
‘Abbey in all their finery.

THE DIFFICULTY OF INTERPRETING THE LAW.

But Judge Woodson, holding that the religious 
aspects of Sunday are outside the purview of the 
law, declared that the Legislature has the power 
to fix what work shall be considered necessary 
to the State upon the Sabbath. The statute, he 
observes, permits labors of necessity upon the 
first day of the week. In support of his opin- 
ion he quotes Justice Harlan of the Supreme 
Court of the United States: 
ge FN the contemplation of 

the law, Sunday is sim- 
ply a civil institution, and 
may be regulated or abolished 
altogether by the law-making 
power of the State, as it may 
see proper, notwithstanding 
the fact that it is the day of 
the week given up by Christian people to re- 
ligious worship. In the eyes of the law Sunday 
is merely a day of rest, and is not considered 
from the standpoint of religion. The power of 
the Legislature to authorize the performance of 
any kind of labor on Sunday cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

“The Legislature (of Georgia) no doubt acted 
upon this view that the keeping of one day in 
seven for rest and relaxation was of admirable 
service to the State, considered merely as a civil 
institution. Upon no subject is there such a con- 
currence of opinion, among philosophers, moral- 
ists and statesmen of all nations, ‘as upon the 
necessity of periodical cessation-from labor. One

Her stanzas, 
because of their clear simplicity, historical] sin- 
cerity and quiet depth of feeling, obtained a 
prize of $500 by unanimous accord of the judges. 
Contestants entered not only from every seec- 
tion of the United States, but from Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand. 


When Mrs. Hull was 15 years old, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow lectured before her 
class on “Poesie.” She was a pupil at Louis 


Agassiz’s School for Young Ladies at Cambridge. 
Mass,, out of which grew Radcliffe College. 
Oliver Wendell "Holmes and Wendell Phillips 
were also lecturers at the seminary, and among 
the Missouri .girl’s school companions were 
Longfellow's daughters, a daughter of Dr. 
Holmes, and Miss Emerson, a relative of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. 

In this environment, she fell into the habit 
of writing verses, not as a profession, but as 
a diversion and recreation. Just as another 
girl, when wearied or lonely, would solacé her- 
self by playing the piano, or singing, or read- 
ing a book, so Miss Chambers, as she then was, 
found comfort and society in putting her emo- 
tions and ideas into metrical form. She soon 
acquired the same facility in rhythmical com- 
position which one by practice obtains in per- 
forming the scales of the piano or in making 
embroidery. 

During a two yeers’ tour of Europe her muse 
found constant occasion for exercise. The Alps, 
the lakes of Switzerland, Italy, Holland, Scot- 
land, Ire’. , England and France provided 
subjects for her girlish effusions. These verses 
have been lost, for she did not regard her pro- 
ductions as serious work, but rather as play. 

After she returned to St, Louis at the begin- 
ning of the Civil War; she soon found need to 
draw upon her every resource of consolation and 
comfort.

However, it is probable that even Fred- 
erick’s iron will would have bent during the 
Seven Years’ War, when he opposed the entire 
continent of Europe in arms, had he not been 
able to withdraw his mind from affairs of state 
and war and become completely absorbed in the 
composition of reams of mediocre alexandrines. 

ICHELIEU, the great

Then you 
select some good potatoes of last year’s gather- 
ing. Any potatoes in a good state of preserva- 
tion will do, but it is best to select large tubers 
without defects, for the slightest trace of fungus 
spreads rapidly and may spoil the whole crop. 
Now take a slightly moistened sponge and pass 
it over each potato to wash off the crptogamic 
germs that are so injurious to vegetable tissues. 
If some of the potatoes have already begun to 
sprout, the sprouts must be removed carefully 
without wounding the tuber. 


After you have done all this, take the potatoes 
one by one and half bury them in the soll, plant- 
ing them in rows spaced about four inches apart. 

There is no buck-breaking toil with the hoe in 
the broiling sun and no fighting against potato 
bugs. The tubers should be inspected by candle 
light occasionally to see that everything is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. in two or three weeks 
after planting it will be found that each potato 
is covered with tiny white points. which several 
days later change into little potatoes that grow 
rapidly. ‘ 


When the little potatoes are reasonably large - 


they may be carefully removed, leaving in place 
the old potatoes which continue to bear. Several 
weeks later another crop may be gathered, and

[LLY” HODGES, the last 
of the band of 100 men 
who undertook to blaze 
the trail for mail and ex- 
press coaches from the 
western terminus of the 
railways at Fort Smith, 
Ark., into the wuncon- 
quered West, is now run- 
ning an elevator. 

In the records of the 
express company will be 
found the report of this 
trip of the “100.” Organ- 
ized in 1855, it was their 

duty to cover so much ground daily, to record 
the digfance traveled and to establish stations, 
stocking them and thus paving the way for the 
civilization which followed at their heels. 

Few forts then were on the plains, and, while 
they stopped at each one for supplies and friendly 
ehat, between these widely separated Federal 
depots they drove and fought and builded. They 


prodded on their half-famished beasts while show-» 


ers of Cherokee arrows whizzed above their heads 
and sometimes into them. They cut their way 
through the various “nations” of the redskins; 
filed slowly through the dreaded Apache Pass 
and forded turbulent streams in the midst of their 
frenzied enemies.

Skirting the 
territory of the Comanches, they were forced 


To throw up fortifications hastily to withstand 


the fierce attacks of the barbarous hordes. 
They pulled out of that country safely to 
encounter worse—the land of little water, aikali 
and dusty sage brush. Yet with the cry of the 


* eoyote ringing in their ears they sang as they 


went, ending with the accomplishment of their 
purpose. 

In 1857 the completed route, well stationed and 
quipped, stood a monument to the work of that 
band. For two years they had struggled and, 
while their achievement was of wonderful value 
to Fast and West, few came out of the scathing 
well afd sound. However, Billy Hodges was 
youig and fortunate. He had made a record as a 
driver; he had the opportunity thrust upon him 
and he grusped it. He undertook to drive the mail 
and express route from Tucson to Pima village. 

The run was about one hundred miles, but ex- 
tremely hazardous. Bandits were born of the 
rapid development of civilization and hostile In- 
dizms were everywhere. Danger was pleutifully 
distributed and six-shooters barked at silent ar- 
rows. On arriving at Pima village he released 
the reins to another driver, who drove to Fort 
Yuma and thence to Los Angeles. At Pima vil- 
lage Hodges received the coast mai] and took it 
bach to Tucson, where he was met by another 
driver, who carried it farther east to the station 
near the Apache ‘Pass. 

On a day early in 1858 Billy arrived at Pima

village to discover that the relay driver was long 
overdue. Fearing trouble, he followed the cus- 
tom of driving into the othér man’s territory un- 
til the shadows of Apache Pass loomed before 
him. With him on the box was a gun messenger 
ind in the coach, sitting with the bther pas- 
sengers, were other guards. From the Pass there 
came the yell of the Apaches and in an instant a 
horde of them were riding circles around the 
coach. 

It was the duty of gun messengers to shoot, 
and they shot. It was the duty of Hodges to 
drive, and he drove. Lashing out with his 
whip, he sent his leaders down an incline and 
successfully brought them to a stand close under 
the shelter of a Government fort. 

Even there it was precarious. The handful of 
soldiers were unable to cope with the swarms of 
redskins hovering round. The relay coach had 


taken shelter there, not daring to move through © 


so hostile a country. The Indians surrounded the 
Pass, blocking all outlets, and for eight days the 
small band held out and fought. 

On .the eighth day Hodges, realizing that if no 
help came soon it would mean their death, said, 
“’l] go to Tucson.” 

There was a protest from his associates, but 
before his insistence the others gave way. To go 
to Tucson for aid meant his passing through‘ the 
zone of fire. There was scarcely any hope of get- 
ting away without being seen and the moon was 
bright and clear. Th: only chance lay in a dash. 

Then there came one to him in the dead of 
night and the young driver heard a soft voice 
murmur, “Williyou take me along?” 


T was during a lull in the 


intermittent firing and 
Hodges had almost proclaim- 


ed himself ready. The horses 
were harnessed to the coach, 
but his hand halted in the 
act of taking the reins. He

face of a young woman, the sole passenger -of 
the relay coach which had been delayed and was 
even now detained at this fort, the driver not 
bra¥e enough to venture. 

“Why, Mary,” exclaimed Billy, “it is impossi- 
ble. _I might take the responsibility of the mails 
and treasure, but you—no.” 

“I must go,” said the girl, her voice vibrating. 
“IT cannot stand this any longer. Let me go, I 
beg of you.” 

Time was running short, and young Hodges was 
not proof against the girl’s insistence. The result 
was that Mary Androes, setting West to join her 
future husband at Los Angeles, was taken on that 
memorable ride. That she is living today is due 
to the skilled driving and nerve of Billy Hodges. 

The long whip caught the nigh leader under the 
flank and the coach rattled out into the open. In- 
stantly he was under a shower of lead and arrows 
and he replied by lashing wheelers and leaders, 
sending the coach careening down a rocky ravine. 
They plunged and the coach tipped dizzily, throw- 
ing the girl from side to side like a ball of rags. 
But he held on and so did she. On one occasion 
the door swung open and she'tore her finger nails 
trying to close it. With one delicate hand grasp- 
ing the leather hanger she sought to catch the 
swinging door with the other and bring it to po- 
sition. Just at this juncture the coach was tilted 
up hill, throwing the heavy door back securely, 
so the frightened girl could not budge it. To in- 
crease her terror, an arrow flashed into the win- 
dow and stuck quivering into the cushion opposite 
her. At last she fell in a heap to the floor. 

“JT got through,” said Hodges, with a gleam in 
his eyés as he told the story, ‘“‘but’—— 

“The girl?” 

“Oh, she was landed in Les Angeles all right 
and married—unfortunately!” said the old man, 
to whom this was the first romance. 

UDGES came to Cali- 
fornia in 1858, ¢ontin- 
uing as a stage driver, and in 
time was given the famous 
Placerville road, running 
from Sacramento through Pla- 
cerville to Virginia City, Nev. 
On this road he drove the mail 
ahd express coaches, and on many of the trips 
carried treasure amounting to $100,000. As a re- 
sult he was the victim of !.alf a dozen of the most 
selebrated holdups in the aistory of the Pacific 
Coast. 

One day on the Bodie road 2. Nevada, between 
Bodie and Carson, the tra @ box was laden 
and the coach wel] filled with passengers. There 
were guards outside and in, and a daring gun- 
messenger was perched on the box beside the 
a@rtver. The strong defense gave the passengers

a sense of security, and one of them, a woman, 
Started to while away the hours by singing. 

Romance was in the air. The caroling of the 
girl awoke response in the nerves of the guards 
and their guns lay negligently upon their knees. 
Suddenly the concert was brought to an abrupt 
balt by the resounding report of a slug-loaded 
shotgun. Down went the nigh leader. , The other 
horses plunged and kicked and the shock nearly 
unseated the driver and messenger. Even the 
highwaymren were astonished at the instant re- 
sult of the shot, and hesitated for the fraction of 
a minute, and in that time the messenger fired. 
@ne of the robbers prying at the lock of the treas- 
ure-box dropped, while the other took to the 
brush. 

F OURTEEN times. Billy 

Hodges was called to 
“stand.” He was the first 
victim of the notorious Black 
Bart, who began his opera- 
tions at a point near Reno. 
Hodges was clattering along 
at a good pace when the rob- 
ber stepped out from behind a rock, pointing a 
double-barreled shotgun at messenger and driver. 

“If they shoot,” c:ied Bart, “give them a solid 
volley, boys!” 

The guards, gazing round and about them, saw 
a dozen rifle barrels peeping out from the bushes 
and cheerfully held up their hands. Later a ripple 
of laughter swept the State when it was learned 
that Black Bart had worked the neatest of bluffs, 
the supposed “boys” in the underbrush being sug- 
gested by the protruding ends of wooden sticks 
fashioned to have the appearance of genuine fire- 
arms. Again, in 1883, Billy Hodges was held up 
by Black Bart and his coach robbed. 


Another famed bandit who exchanged the cour- 
tesies of the road with him was Tiburcio Vasquez, 
a heartless wretch, who after a long criminal ca- 
reer was captured and hanged at San Jose in 1875. 
Before this interesting event, however, Vasquez 
introducei himself to Hodges by shooting a hole 
through his hat. 

On the famous Geiger Grade, about four milés 
from Virginia City, Billy faced the rifles of six 
bandits, and the treasure-box was dynamited, the 
robbers carrying away more than $8000. Again 
he was stopped near Virginia City, This was in 
1865, and in Six-Mile Canyon. below the Gould & 
Curry mill. The team was forced to stop by a 
barricade of old sluice-boxes, which the bandits 
had placed across the road. The five desperadoes 
robbed all the passengers save one, a pretty 
schoolma’am. 

The notorious John Wheeler and party under-

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took to stop Hodges at Robber’s Bend, near the 
Nevada line. Whether the infamous Dr. La Burr 
and his wife were with the gang at the time 
he does not know. At any rate, he says, the 
two were under the command of Wheeler, the 
woman often dressing in man’s clothes, Hodges 
was held up five times in one year (1882), each 
time on the Senora-Milton road in California. 

By the beginning of 1884 he had saved up con- 
siderable money:and decided to quit the highway. 
He had made money on the side by taking orders 
from ranchers, és did his associate drivers. Fre- 
quently, he said, his hat was filled with memo- 
randa, embracing orders from a case of rum to a 
piece of blue ribbon. 

Hodges tells many anecdates of the men he has 
known and assoé¢éiated with, both famous and no- 
torious, drivers and robbers. He tells of the time 
when Horace Greeley was making a tour of the 
Pacific Coast and was scheduled to make a speech 
at Placerville. He went aboard the stage driven 
by quaint Hank Mouk, and as he stepped in he 
shouted: 

“Mr. Monk, I must deliver a lecture in Placer- 
ville tomorrow night. Can you get me there on 
time?” . 

Monk assured him that he could, and started off 
the team along the old “corduroy” road, paved 
with smal] saplings, half-buried in clay. Miles and 
miles they went, with Monk whistling merrily, 
and k race Greeley, the only passenger, bumping 
about hin the rolling coach without being 
able to himself in the least. At last the dig- 
nified p. er could stand it no longer. When 
he had been thrown for the fortieth time against 
the wooden frame of the coach door he cried out, 
“Mr. Monk, don’t you think you are going pretty 
fast?” Monk let out a mouthful of tobacco juice, 
and, giving a sharp crack with the whip to the 
leader, rk plied musically, “Keep your seat, Mr. 
Greeley, 4’ll get you there on time!” Greeley got 
there on time as he had demanded, but the lecture 
was jolted clean out of him. 

ODGES was associated 
with the famous twin 

stage drivers,, Curly Dan ard 
Frisky Driver,’’ Curly Jerry, fearless and 
Said President Careful men, whose innocent 
deception of passeNgers, ow- 

Grant. ing to their extreme likeness, 
was the cause of great hilar- 

ity. It happened that Dan would start out with 
the stage in the early morning from Placerville, 
and at midnight would arrive at the changing 
station, where he would give his seat on the box 
to his brother, likewise curly- haired and fea- 
tured. The passengers being asleep, they were

not aware of the exchange, and next morning, 
when they espied a man whom they thought to 
be Curly Dan upon thegeat, they supposed he 
had been driving without sleep since the morn- 
ing of the day before. Jerry used to have a 
great time convincing the curious passengers 
that he was not his brother, but his brother's 
brother. 

When President Grant did a little staging in 
the West in 1879, there was great rivalry among 
the drivers as to who should handle the reins 
on the coach that took him from Placerville to 
Virginia City. Billy Hodges got the honor, 
which was also a “plum,” because of the ad- 
ditional money in the job, When they started 
out Grant looked at the frisky six-horse team 
and th. . at the driver, who looked as lively and 
as frisky as his animals. ‘That’s a frisky team 
and a frisky driver, but he’s got a good eye and 
a white nose!” exclaimed the President, 

Grant marveled at the: speed with which they 
trave’ed, and the way they dashed into Virginia 
City on that memorable day just svited the old 
warrior. He complimented Hodges on his work 
with the rein: 

Henry C. Ward, better known as “Old Wardy,” 
who graduated from stage driver to Wells Fargo 
gun-messenger, was often on the seat with Billy 
Hodges. As gun-man Wardy made a record, one 
occasion placing him on a page of California his- 
tory. The stage was held up, and in the battle 
that followed Wardy’s trigger finger was shot off 
his right nand. Bleeding as he was, he sat there 
without a whimper until the robbers had secured 
their loot and departed. He knew the topography 
of the country thoroughly, and after the bandits 
had disappeared around the hill he stopped the 
stage and, jumping down, ran around to the left 
of the hill where he knew the bandits wov i 
come out on another road to divide their spoil. 
He got there opportunely, caught them red-hand- 
ed and shot them down in spite of his maimed 
hand. 

THER historic friends 
of Billy Hodges wera 
Pillsbury Hodgkins, known 
as “Chips,” and Aaron 
Million Dollars Ross, dubbed “Hold-the-Fort 
in 313 Stage *‘ Aaron.” The former came 
around the Horn in the days 
of gold. He took a consider- 
able quantity of “dust” from the mines along the 
coast, and for several years was often seen 
astride of a. mule carrying his bags of wealth. 
He prospected all over the State, and when 
he became a messenger for the Wells-Fargo Co. 
he continued to make special trips on his mule 
to San Francisco. He escaped the highwaymen 
by his modest outfit. 

Ross is still living, and often meets Hodges. 
He is listed in the express company’s hall of 
fame because of an incident which happened July 
22, 1883. He “held the fort” literally fo~- three 
hours at Monticellq Station, Nev., on the Central 
Pacific Railroad, near the Utah line, where the 
train on which he was messenger was stopped by 
robbers. He protected that train until help ar- 
rived and all the bandits were captured, 

During the years from 1870 to 1884 Wells Fargo 
lost, incidental to robberies, $927,726.55. There 
were during this time 313 stage holdups, 64 at- 
tempted robberies and four train robberies. More 
than sixteen guards were killed or wounded, while 
more than two dozen bandits were killed, besideg 
those sent to State’s prison. 
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This ts the remarkable story of a
